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BHOTI LANGUAGE & ITS IMPORTANCE 


Language is the medium of instruction in society. It determine 
the culture of society. There is inter dependent relation between culture 
and language. In fact culture is the product of agrofacts (products of 
cultivation), artifacts (products of industry) socio facts (social 
organisation and mentifacts (language, religion, art and so on). Bhoti 
is the most important language of central Asian civilization. It is very 
difficult to present the origin of Bhoti language in development of human 
civilization. Many studies proved that the primary form of 
this language was dialectics of people of entire himalayan 
region of India. Therefore Bhoti is the mother tongue of 
Himalayan people as well as source of indian culture. 

According to evidence it was written in different script of Central 
Asia in ancient period. But today there is not any literature available in 
these scripts. Time and again an independent script has developed in 
late 7th B.C. in the form of Brahmi script. Some historian argued that 
it was made of refined script of Gupta period. Ancient literature in this 
language was in oral form. It developed as independent script in 7th 
B.C., Since then the literatures were written in this language are in 
larger number. Later on the basis of Panini's Grammer, the grammer 
of Bhoti language came out. 

It is general theory that language developed from dialectics. 
Dialectics develope in the particular Geographical boundaries as a 
result of behaviour and Sanskar of the local people. The earliest form 
of Bhoti language was the dialectics of great land of central Asia. There 
is no need to give historical details about the races who live in Central 
Asia. But there expansions seems from China to Northern Himalayan 
India. The refine form of the dialectics of these people are called Bhoti 
language.

BHOTI LITERATURE : 

The value and development of any language has been judged 
through available literature on the concerned language. The classical 
literature in Bhoti language is not only available in the ’Bhot’ countries 
but it is also available in different countries from Lichi to America. The 
availabilities of only translations from Sanskrit to Bhoti are more than 
Ten thousand. In addition, there are large number of literature availab e 
which were written independently by Bhot scholar's in Bhoti Language. 
For example; more than one hundred volume's has been written y 
scholar Tsogyal Namgyal (Pandit Vijay). 

On the theme' or ’Subject' point of view, there are large number 
of classical literature available on Poetry, Drama, Crammer, Astrology, 
Medical Sciences like Ayurveda, Logic, Philosophy, Diplomatic Science 
Arts Religion, Culture etc. The collection of Buddha's preaching ca led 
Tripitakka' are available in 108 volumes, which is the largest collection 
of 'Tripitakka' of the world. The Buddhist preaching on Tantras are 
also available in more than forty volumes. All these above texts were 
originally written in Sanskrit which later on translated in Bhot. At presen 
these texts are not available in its original language. In another word, It 
" ay be said that from 7th to 18th century, the composition of texts in 
this language is more than that of any language 
various number of texts which has been composed after 

IMPORTANCE OF BHOTI LANGUAGE : 

In the study tradition of world, the language has important role. 
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Indian spiritualism, Sanskrit is necessary. Likewise Bhoti is necessary 
to express Bodh feeling and Bhots expression. That's why the institutes 
of higher studies in developed and most developing countries are 
pursuing the study of Bhoti. 

After all, it wouldn't be wrong to say that to preserve Indian Culture, 
Bhoti language should be provided constitutional safeguard. It will 
create awareness among peoples about their cultural identity and 
integrity. It will also help to bring Himalayan people into national 
mainstream of the country since the subject matter available in this 
language is primiraly related to Indian Culture and Philosophy. There 
would not be a problem for anybody to give importance in our 
constitution to the language spoken in major part of our countries. It is 
fact that National unity of any country is made by Cultural unity of 
Nation.Cultural Unity means to give priority to all culture. Cultural unity 

is necessary for National Unity. Cultural Pluralism is Characteristic of 
our country. 


RECOGNITION OF BHOTI LANGUAGE IN THE 
EIGHT SCHEDULE IN CONTEXT TO RECOGNISE 

1 Brl ®I Histoiy of Bhoti Language 


he histoty of Bhoti language and literature began in 7th century 
unng the rule ofTsongtsen Gampo on the land of Bhot. There was 
no any scr.pt available before this. Due to absence of script the King 
ace the problem ,n governing the country. That's why he send some 
ents including Thonmi Sanrbhota to India for education. Alter 
crossing mountains their students reached Nalanda, the contemporary 
learning centre. At Nalanda they taught Sanskrit, Buddhist, Philosophy 
andMerature by Pandit Dev Vidya Singh and other Brahmin 
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2. Origin of Bhoti Language : 

Sanskrit is the mother of Bhoti Thonmi Sambhota has coined 
the script of 'Bhoti' on the basis of Devnagri script. According to need, 
making modification in vowels and consonents they identified four 
vowels and thirty consonents. 

3. Indianess inthe Bhoti Language : 

After all India is the originating place of both the script Devnagari 
and Khrosti of Gupta period. With the help of contemporary scholar 
particularly Pandit Dev Vidya Singh and others, Shree Thonmi 
Sambhota has coined Bhoti Script. Then he composed Bhot Grammer 
on the basis of Sanskrit Grammer. Later on many book on Indian 
religions and Philosophy has been composed and translated. 

4. Bhoti language - Bhot Language: 

With the expansion of this language in different region and state 
Indian culture nas also developed in same region simultaneously. There 
is no doubt that the people of entire Himalayan region where it use in 
writing and speaking called 'Bodhi' in Laddakh and Bhoti in Sikkim, 
Darjeeling, Kalingpong, Himachal Pradesh and Arunachal Pradesh 
which as known as 'Bod Vig'. When Tibet was independent country, 
and so far as concern the Lingua Franca of this locality language is 
called Tibeti in Tibet. There is some difference according to region to 
in pronounciation not in its original from. i.e. script. 

In original form the script and Grammer are based on Indian 
Language. It is one of the regional language of India. Due to this reason 
the people of borders are patriotic. This language is culturally rich. It is 
a mothertongue of Bhot Tribe, Sanskrit is the language of god is the 
mother of Bhoti.

J. Contibution of Indian Scholars is the development of 
Bhoti Language 

The Indian Buddhist philosophy, logic, history, astrology, ayurveda, 
grammer, drama, poetry etc. of Himalaya region is still preserved in 
Bhoti language since 7th century. There are great contribution of 

Acharya Guru Padma Sambhav, Acharya Shanta Rakshit, 
Acharya Kamal Sheel, Acharya Dipankar Shree, Ratna 
Bhadra and others in the development of this language Acharya 
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Dipankar Atisha has full filled his responsibilities of teaching and 
prserving Bhoti language in contemporary Buddhist rule in India. Which 
was the motherland of Bhagyet mangmay. That's why the contemporary 
Mahasthavi of Vikramsila sh Ratnakar refused to give permission. After 
lots of request he allowed to stay Bhot country only for three years. 
After studied Tripitak specially Vinay Pitak and Abhisamayal^nkar 
Shree Acharya Santa Rakshita became the scholar and eastablished 
Madhyamik Philosophy. Acharya Kamalsheel defeated Chinese 
philosopher Hashank and eastablished Buddhist kingdom on the basis 
of his wisdom & knowledge. 


In the beginning of tenth century Lah-Lama Yeshe od has send 21 
students including Ratna Bhadra to Kashmir for study Buddhism, 
philosophy & literature. Unfortunately there was tussle between the 
followers of Vinay and Tantra due to some differences in opinion. To 


come out from such problems the need of Acharya Dipankar felt. In the 
meantime Lah-Lama Yeshe od was arrested by Garhwal king when he 
was moving for collecting were gold. Later he died in Zail. After that 
his grandson Lah-Lama- Zang - Chhup - od has extend this great work 
and send Nak - Tsho - Lo - Tsawa Tsultrin Gyatsho to Vikramsil for 
study where Gya - Chon Single was already, involved in study. Both the 
person together meet Acharya Dipankar Atisha and carefully told the 

sacnfa. story of Lha- Lama - Yasha - Od and miserable condition of 
Buddhist rule in Bhot country.

There are 35 to 40 thousand material available in Bhoti regarding 
religion, Philosophy, art, science, astrology, Ayurveda, Grammer etc. 
The most important text kagyur & Tangyur are available is Bhot only 
although originally it was translated from Sanskrit. There were 4502 
original texts is Sanskrit which is not available now. Thus the. Bhoti is 
very rich language. Besides Buddhist literature, the translation of khad 
philosophy, Meghdoot, -Kumar Sambhav, Kuran Sharif, Bible etc. is 
also available in Bhoti language. 

L. Contribution in Nation Building 

The role of Bhoti language in nation building is not less than of 
any other language. In the point of Medical Science, Philosophy, Religion 
it has great role in Nation building. Its classical validity prove when the 
original name of text has written in Indian language. During the rule of 
kingdom administrative and other work was done by this language 
only. The Bhoti culture and language get effected in Modern Scientific 
era now people became more prone to employment related language 
and knowledge. It is very painful that people became disenchanted 
towards traditional Indian knowledge. The young mind become more 
prone to western culture when tourist stanted comming to border area 
which is full of natural beauty. That’s why it is necessary to include 
Bhoti language in 8th schedule of constitution. National unity will get 
strength in boarder region by inclusion of Bhoti language in 8the 
schedule of constitution. The entire Himalaya is the back area of 
schedule caste, with great strategic sensitivity. So, to develop this region 
it is necessary to develop Bhoti language. For the respect f the feeling o
